DISTURBING statistics revealed 
today by Kent on Sunday show the 
county’s children are increasingly 
being admitted to hospital with 
self-inflicted injuries. 

Our exclusive investigation found that 
almost 400 under-18s were treated through¬ 
out the county in 2009-10, compared to just 
over 200 five years ago. 

The figures also make for grim reading for 
parents of teenage girls, as since 2005 more 
than 1,100 have been admitted for self-inflict¬ 
ed injuries compared to just 311 boys. 

KOS Media obtained the data through 
Freedom of Information Act requests to five 
NHS trusts in Kent - Medway, Bexley, East 
Kent, Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells, and 
Dartford and Gravesham. 


While the most common form of injury was a 
slashed arm or wrist, other cases reported by 
the trusts include one youngster jumping from 
a high place and others who attempted hang¬ 
ing, burning, poisoning and solvent abuse. 

Claire Usiskin - policy and communications 
manager for the YoungMinds charity - said 
social networking websites are partly to blame 
for the growing problem. 

“There is anecdotal evidence that the inter¬ 
net society and self-harming networks allow 
children to discuss their problems and egg 
each other on,” she said. 

“In an ideal world the websites wouldn’t 
exist at all because there are better ways to 
solve your problems than cutting yourself or 
pulling your hair out. 

“Lots of children use self-harming as a cop¬ 
ing method when things are not going well. 

“They say the physical pain relieves them for 
a short time from the psychological pain, and 
that when they are doing it all they can really 
feel is the emotional relief.”

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Our infrastructure 
at breaking point, 
warn engineers 


A DAMNING report on the South 
East’s water, waste, transport and 
energy systems has concluded the 
region’s infrastructure is at break¬ 
ing point. 

The study by the Institute of Civil 
Engineers (ICE) warns that unless the 
Government acts on issues such as renew¬ 
able energy and local authority funding, 
Kent will be at the mercy of more floods, 
black-outs and droughts in the future. 

Regional director John Laverty told KOS 
Media the report was part of a national 
assessment which found the UK’s infrastruc¬ 
ture to be in poor condition overall. 

Wastewater 

He said: “Infrastructure underpins econom¬ 
ic growth and quality of life in the South East 
and it is stretched to full capacity. 

“Sources of funding are scarce and there are 
urgent challenges to address, including a lega¬ 
cy of underinvestment, a growing population 
and the transition to a low-carbon economy. 

“We must take urgent action if we are to 
meet environmental goals and retain a strong 
economy.” 

The region’s infrastructure was appraised 
using an A to E grading system, with A’ 
meaning ‘fit for future’ and ‘E’ meaning ‘not 
fit for purpose’. 

Waste management and flood risk were both 
awarded ‘D’ grades - meaning ‘at risk’ - while 
energy, transport and water and wastewater 
were all marked ‘C’ or ‘requires attention’. 


SCIENTISTS are investigating three cases 
of suspected E.coli infection believed to be 
linked with one family. 

Initial reports indicate a family from 
Maidstone has been identified and they may 
have spread it to East Sussex. 

In a statement to Kent on Sunday, the 
Health Protection Agency confirmed it was 
investigating a small cluster of cases of E.coli 
0157 in Kent and Sussex. 

It said: “Investigations are continuing 
regarding the possible source of the infection. 

“Common links are that three cases - only 
one of which has been confirmed - are mem¬ 
bers of the same family who have mixed 
socially.”

Yet despite the low marks for the South 
East in general, Mr Laverty said Kent was 
doing well in key areas. 

He said the London Array wind farm in the 
Thames Estuary was a good example of a 
sustainable energy source, and that the 
county also had a strong transport network 
thanks in part to the High Speed 1 rail link. 

He added: “Kent also has a major coastline 
that nearly overtopped a couple of years ago 
when there were storm surges, but there’s 
nothing to suggest anything catastrophic is 
about to happen because it’s pretty well 
managed. 

“However, it’s good to be forever vigilant 
because flood protection cannot be forgotten 
about. In this economic environment there’s 
a danger that we stop things that are com¬ 
pletely necessary.” 

One aspect of the report which Mr Laverty 
said applied to the whole South East was the 
need for a different approach to waste man¬ 
agement. The study said councils, businesses 
and residents need to think about rubbish 
more as resource management and less as 
waste disposal - such as recycling more mate¬ 
rials rather than dumping it in landfill. 

“For all these subjects it’s more a case of 
warning Kent not to rest on its laurels,” said 
Mr Laverty. 

“But for the national government it’s quite 
a bit stronger than that because if they don’t 
make the right decisions now then the lights 
may go off in the not too distant future.” 


Kent’s Health Protection Unit because the 
first case is from the county. The unit’s direc¬ 
tor, Dr Mathi Chandrakumar, said: “We are 
raising awareness of E.coli 0157 infection as 
at this time of year people attend more bar¬ 
becues and picnics. 

“It is an infection that can be passed easily 
from person to person and young children 
are especially vulnerable to it and the com¬ 
plications which can arise. We want to stress 
the importance of good hand hygiene. 

“Adults should ensure they supervise chil¬ 
dren’s handwashing, especially before eating 
and when visiting parkland or countryside 
picnic areas where there is a possibility that 
areas may have been contaminated with ani¬ 
mal faeces.” 



Campus hosts 
conference on 
criminal mind 


WITH the success of TV shows such as 
CSI, crime scene investigation has 
become increasingly popular, but anoth¬ 
er more specialised branch of forensics is 
also gaining momentum, writes Chris 
Murphy. 

Now Kent is staging a conference on 
the science of forensic psychology. 

More than 100 forensic psychology pro¬ 
fessionals are meeting for three days in 
the county to discuss latest research. 

The British Psychological Society’s 
Division of Forensic Psychology’s 2010 
Annual Conference will be held at the 
University of Kent at Canterbury. 

The conference will cover elements of 
the latest research and its application in 
forensic settings, with a selection of 
keynote speakers. 

Violence 

Professor Amy Holtzworth-Munroe, 
from Indiana University in the United 
States, will highlight her latest research 
on violent male partners. 

She will focus on the social skills 
of violent men and their propensity to 
violence. 

In her presentation, named Attitudinal 
Issues in the Processing of Rape Cases, 
Prof Jennifer Temkin, from the 
University of Sussex, will talk about 
rape myths as an issue the criminal jus¬ 
tice system must tackle. 

Also speaking will be Prof Tony Ward, 
from the Victoria University of 
Wellington, New Zealand, who will 
examine a new theory of cognitive distor¬ 
tions - the extended mind theory - and 
outline its implications for understand¬ 
ing and treating sex offenders. 

Other areas to be covered include vic¬ 
timisation and children, domestic 
violence, offender treatment and reha¬ 
bilitation, policing and profiling, plus 
terrorism.

Force letter to 
admit protest 
search errors 

KENT Police’s new Chief Constable is to write 
to every force in the country admitting the 
unlawful way three activists were treated by 
officers at the controversial climate camp. 

It will be one of the first tasks Ian 
Learmonth will perform in his new role next 
month, when he takes over from former chief 
constable Mike Fuller. 

His letter will form part of a settlement 
reached by Kent Police and lawyer John 
Halford, of Bindmans LLP, who represented 
veteran activist Dave Morris and 11-year-old 
twins. The force has admitted the trio were 
wrongfully searched at the Kingsnorth rally 
in 2008. 

In addition, compensation of more than 
£1,000 each will be paid to Mr Morris and the 
twins, who are now 13. 

In January, the High Court heard how there 
had been a “misapplication of a clear policy by 
officers on the ground” in relation to stop and 
search procedures. The force also admitted an 
unspecified number of other protestors may 
have been illegally stopped. 

Activists at the rally, against E.ON’s 
plans for a new coal-fired power station at 
Kingsnorth, on the Hoo Peninsula, have 
always claimed the police response was 
disproportionate. 

Officers were also criticised for seizing harm¬ 
less items, including a clown’s wigs, high¬ 
lighter pens and crayons. 

Last week, the force admitted a number of 
searches “should not have happened” and this 
has been put in the settlement letter so “les¬ 
sons can be learned”. 

Compensation 

Although the force would not comment on 
compensation matters, Assistant Chief 
Constable Andy Adams said Kent Police had 
made significant progress on legislation 
regarding stop and searches. 

He said: “We have accepted that many peo¬ 
ple were searched as a result of officer briefin¬ 
gs which took place at the time. 

“A number of these searches should not have 
happened. As a force we are always keen to 
learn lessons from any operation or incident. 

“An independent review of our policing of the 
climate camp was requested by the then chief 
constable and undertaken by a senior officer 
from South Yorkshire Police. All the recom¬ 
mendations from the report that relate to Kent 
Police have been implemented.” 

The climate camp saw one of the most 
expensive policing operations ever in the UK, 
costing £5.3 million - £3.7m paid by the Home 
Office. More than 1,400 officers and staff were 
involved, from 26 forces. 

A hundred arrests were made - of 99 people, 
one was arrested twice - 46 were charged and 
a further 22 cautioned. 

Human rights lawyer Mr Halford said the 
admission made in a letter to every force, cou¬ 
pled with Kent Police’s avowed commitment to 
learn lessons, was welcome. 

He added: “That human rights breaches 
occurred on this scale were not identified by 
the two internal police investigations into the 
operation and ultimately had to be exposed by 
the activist and two tenacious children says 
something very wrong about policing of peace¬ 
ful protest.”

On the streets of Ashford almost everyone 
knew what the instrument was. Comments 
included, “They should be banned” and “Get 
them off my TV”, but others were keen to 
have a go - although not all managed to 
make a sound. 

Office worker Martin Beresford said: 
“They really make the event. It just adds a 
real African flavour. As for a ban - what non¬ 
sense. What’s the point in awarding the best 
event in the world to Africa and then taking 
away part of the continent’s heritage? 

“People should lighten up and enjoy the 
football - horns and all.” 

The BBC has tried to get coverage without 
vuvezelas and a German inventor claims to 
have devised a computer program which 
removes it from TV coverage. 

Freddie Maake is the man who claims to 
have invented the vuvuzela in 1970. 

He lives in the Tembisa township of 


Johannesburg and is proud of his creation. 

“It is our people’s celebration and isn’t 
going away,” he said. “This is South Africa’s 
time to party and we’ll do it at high volume. 
It’s beautiful. If someone invites you to their 
house and then plays music you don’t like, it 
is not your place to switch it off.” 

Mr Maake said he got the idea when he 
received the present of a bike with a horn. 

He removed the air-pump from the horn 
on impulse and started blowing into it. 

A fan of local side Kaizer Chiefs, he took it 
to matches and the craze took off after a local 
firm started to produce a commercial version. 

South Africans claim it either mimics the 
noise of a rhino, or is based on a traditional 
way of signalling between villages. 

Celebrate 

Mr Maake said: “I called it the vuvuzela in 
1992 - after South Africa was readmitted 
into international sport after apartheid - as 
this means three things in the Zulu lan¬ 
guage: welcome, unite and celebrate.” 

England’s official supporters’ club backs the 
horns, while most objections seem to come 
from commentators and journalists. Three 
Lions fan Mike Hudson said: “The killjoys 
seem to be those who are being paid to be out 
there - what does that say about them?” 

World Cup spokesman Rich Mkhondo 
added: “Vuvuzelas are here to stay and will 
never be banned. Look at them as part of our 
culture in South Africa to celebrate the 
World Cup.”

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Angler gets the bite of his 
life as he catches piranha 

Fisherman’s surprise as he lands killer fish in l ocal pond

A DEADLY piranha was caught on 
the end of a line in Folkestone thou¬ 
sands of miles from its usual home 
in rivers such as the Amazon. 

Angler Derek Plum caught the specimen 
regarded as the most ferocious freshwater 
fish in the world, at Radnor Park pond where 
he usually hopes to pull out a carp or tench. 

The lib 4oz catch was identified as a red- 
bellied piranha, whose diet consists mainly of 
fish, insects and worms. 

Mr Plum said: “It took about 15 minutes to 
reel it in. When it emerged, it was thrashing 
around and was going crazy. 

“The other fishermen were yelling ‘You’ve 
caught a piranha’. I couldn’t believe it. 

“It was lucky the hook had come out of its 
jaw as I didn’t fancy putting my fingers 
between its teeth.” 

The Environment Agency says that while 
piranhas would not survive for long periods in 
UK waters, introduction of non-native species 
poses a serious threat to native wildlife. 

Fish species commonly found in the pond 
include carp, tench and roach. 

John Williams, also a keen angler, thinks he 
knows where the mystery catch came from. 

He said: “I saw someone dump a whole load 
of fish in the pond from an orange bucket, but 
he drove off before I could approach him. 

“In any case, it isn’t illegal to dump native 
fish in the pond but if I’d realised he might be 
dumping piranhas I’d have taken more notice. 

“There may be more of them in there - we 
don’t know. It’s certainly made fishing a bit 
more exciting.” 

Reaching up to Mins in length, the piranha

is found mainly in the Amazon River basin in 
South America and is infamous for its razor- 
sharp teeth and for hunting prey in packs. 

In shoals, the piranha ambushes its prey, 
stripping the flesh off large animals such as 
anacondas or even jaguar, within minutes. 

Scientist Ben Weir, of Angler’s Mail maga¬ 
zine, said after viewing Mr Plum’s catch: “On 
the photographic evidence I’ve seen, I believe 
it’s a red-bellied piranha. 

“I used to keep them and they would sharp¬ 
en their teeth on the glass of the tank, so I 
know one when I see one. It’s probably become 
too big for its tank but it’s irresponsible to 
release it like this. 

“They are a top-end predator. I’m 
shocked this has happened because fish 
aren’t keen on acute stress. They keel over 
in a matter of seconds, but like everything 
in life there are freaks of nature.” 

An Environment Agency spokesman 
said: “Native wildlife is thriving due to the 
work we’ve done to improve our rivers 
but releasing exotic pets and plants into 


County Hall apology over 
special needs units mix-up 


EDUCATION chiefs at County Hall have 
apologised for misleading parents and 
headteachers into thinking special needs 
units were closing. 

A letter from Rosalind Turner, managing 
director of children, families and education, 
was sent to headteachers of schools involved 
in a special needs pilot scheme stating the 
misunderstanding was unintentional. 

The apology follows months of confusion in 
Ashford, Shepway and north west Kent 
where a review of units, which offer special¬ 
ist support to children with severe needs, 
was taking place. 

It formed part of the Lead School Pilot 
Project, which looked at providing outreach 
support for special needs children within main¬ 
stream primaiy schools instead of at units. 

According to independent education advi¬ 
sor, Peter Read, a policy announced by Kent 
County Council to take no new admissions 
into units was backtracked when education 
bosses “quietly” reversed the policy earlier 
this year. 

But many parents who failed to apply for a 
unit placement, believing them to be in the 
process of closing, missed out for their children. 

Instead they had to accept a place in main¬ 
stream schools, despite their children having 
severe learning difficulties. 

Now, however, education boss Ms Turner 
has written to headteachers of schools 
involved in the pilot project saying there had 
been a “misunderstanding”. 


The letter stated: “I would like to apologise 
for any misunderstanding and to state cate¬ 
gorically that no SEN units have been closed 
and nor has there been a member or officer 
policy to close SEN units.” 

Parents involved in the mix-up, however, 
have said they were told units were closing. 

For Natasha Warren, from Dartford, it 
meant her five-year-old daughter, who has 
speech and language difficulties, was 
enrolled in a junior school. 

“I wanted to get her into the York Road 
Language Unit, but they told me they were 
taking no more placements,” she said. “There 
was nothing in writing, so I decided to contin¬ 
ue going through the statement process. 

“I found out my daughter could go to the lan¬ 
guage unit, but was told it couldn’t be written 
on the statement as units no longer existed. 

“So on the statement, a legal document, it 
said York Road School, which doesn’t exist. It’s 
actually called York Road Junior School, 
which is for seven-year-olds and above. 

“When she turns seven I’m worried she’ll 
be placed in the mainstream school.” 

In the KCC letter, however, Ms Turner says 
no child had received “inappropriate” provision. 

Mr Read said: “I was given assurance no 
child had been placed inappropriately, but 
Natasha Warren’s case shows this is untrue.” 

But he welcomed the letter from KCC, say¬ 
ing it sent a clear message to headteachers. 

He said: “What KCC has done is make a 
clear statement on the current situation.” 


our waterways can cause serious harm. 

“Rather than dumping things in the wild, 
we would urge people to seek advice about 
what to do with exotic species.” 

Paul Foot, chairman of the Folkestone and 
Shepway Angling Club, confirmed someone 
was seen emptying fish into the pond the 
week before the piranha was caught. 

He said: “It’s 100 per cent kosher because 
our secretary, who is a professional angler, 
saw it. 

“Our pond gets dumped full of goldfish 
and the odd koi carp because people cannot 
afford to keep them. 

“It’s unusual this fish survived because 
the weather has been so cold.” 


OAP still flighty at 90 


NINETY-year-old Tom Lackey, will be wing¬ 
walking for charity at next weekend’s Biggin 
Hill International Air Fair. 

The daredevil OAP, a former Army 
Commando, will fly in the daily six-hour show 
on the wing of a Boeing Stearman.

WHEN Neil Miller swapped 
policies for petals, he had no 
idea just how brilliantly his 
new career would bloom. 

In the early 90s, Miller was made 
redundant from his job in insurance 
and the future suddenly looked 
uncertain. But with the help of his 
green fingers, he soon discovered a 
new talent that would flourish over 
the years, resulting in Miller becom¬ 
ing head gardener at Hever Castle. 

During Rose and Herb Week, visi¬ 
tors can admire more than 3,000 
roses in the castle’s grounds and get 
tips from Miller on how to cultivate 
their own timeless rose garden. 

“People say roses are not in vogue 
at the moment, but deep down you 
know people love the rose,” he said. 

“The biggest pitfall is the pruning. 
People say, ‘I have got a rose and this 
year it has not really flowered well’. 
Roses flower on a current year’s 
growth but people are pruning at the 
wrong time, taking new growth off.” 


Coaxing flowers into life in the 
beautiful surroundings of Hever 
Castle, near Edenbridge, is a far cry 
from his earlier days of commuting to 
London, but he does not regret his 
change of career. 

“Deep down, I’ve always had that 
interest in gardening and I helped 
out in my granddad’s vegetable plot,” 
Miller, 44, said. “But I went into 
insurance in the 80s because it was 
the done thing. 

Nurturing an idea 

“I just worked through the ranks 
and never thought about it. It was a 
job for life. Then I was made redun¬ 
dant and had time to think - did I 
want to travel to London every day?” 

After starting out by helping with 
his family’s and neighbours’ gardens, 
Miller’s client base soon snowballed, 
prompting him to gain some qualifi¬ 
cations and go into business properly. 

But eventually he decided to look 
for more reliable work. 

“Being self-employed, you work all 
the hours under the sun and you 


don’t have much time to spend with 
family,” he said. “One year it rained 
from April to September and it 
became difficult, so I thought it 
would be nice to do something still in 
gardening, but a guaranteed job.” 

When Miller enquired about jobs in 
the garden department during a visit 
to Hever Castle, he found that fate 
was on his side and began working 
his way up from grassroots level. 

Eight years on, he is head gardener 
and he would urge anyone else to fol¬ 
low their dream, too. 

“Redundancy was devastating but, 
looking back, it was the best thing to 
happen,” he said. ‘When something 
drastic happens, take time to think 
and do your homework, but if you feel 
really passionate about something, 
just go for it. 

“Now I understand what people mean 
when they say they love their job.”

T HERE was once a 
time when the FA 
banned women from 
playing football after 
reaching the conclusion the 
sport was ‘unsuitable’ for 
the fairer sex. 

Despite them having been involved 
in matches since the late 19th centu¬ 
ry, the decision in 1921 sent out the 
clear message that women and foot¬ 
ball just do not match. 

But try telling that to the more 
than 1.1 million females currently 
playing some form of the sport in 
England today, or the 26 million 
competing across the globe. 

Thankfully attitudes towards 
women’s football have changed 
dramatically over the last few 
decades, to the point where a new 
professional Super League will be 
launched in this country in time for 
the 2011-12 season. 

Liz Symons - women and girls 
development officer for the Kent 
County Football Association (KCFA) 
- said she hoped the league would 
attract more females into the sport. 

“There’s a huge amount of work 
that goes into making girls aware 
that they can play football,” she said. 

“It’s traditionally a male sport, but 
here in Kent we have 44 senior 
women’s teams and more than 100 
girls’ teams. We’ve been very lucky 
in that everyone in the county sup¬ 
ports the women’s game in Kent so 
we’re able to promote it fully. 

‘We’re getting there, but football 
has a lot of competition from more 
traditional female pastimes like 
netball, horse riding and ballet.” 

As well as encouraging females to

play, coach and referee football, the 
KCFA also runs a girls’ centre of 
excellence for elite players, based at 
Gillingham FC. 

The centre has already produced 
an England under-17 international 
in Deanna Cooper, and Liz is hope¬ 
ful that many more will follow in 
her footsteps. 

“Hopefully the centre will help 
more girls go on to play for England 
or perhaps professionally in the 
Super League. Five or six members 
of the England women’s team are 
out in America getting paid to play 
at the moment, but it is our aspira¬ 
tion that when the Super League 
starts we can help more women stay 
in this country. 

Ambition 

“At the moment only the lucky 
ones get paid to play football, while 
the rest are just doing it for fun.” 

One person who certainly did have 
a lot of fun last season was Gills 
Ladies captain Becky Lyon, whose 
team clinched promotion to the 
Southern Premiership after winning 
the third division by 10 points. 

They also won the Kent Cup. 

The 26-year-old, from Sitting- 
bourne, has spent more than a decade 


at the club and says she could not 
see herself lining up for anyone else. 

“Last season was just an absolute 
dream for me and the girls,” she 
said. “Our goal at the beginning was 
to get promoted and that’s exactly 
what we did. I’ve played for 
Gillingham for a long time, back 
when we had little backing and no 
driving force. It’s always been an 
ambition of mine to play in the 
Southern Premiership, so to achieve 
that was just brilliant.” 

Becky was just 12 when she first 
started playing for Gillingham, but 
admits a lot has changed with girls’ 
football since then. 

“When I was younger it was a lot 
different,” she said. 

“There were only a handful of 
girls’ clubs around at the time and 
especially at that age group. 

“I think there was only one league 
around too, and that was only five-a- 
side at Mote Park in Maidstone. 

“That’s why the centre of excellence 
at Gillingham is such a brilliant idea 
because it gives all these girls a direc¬ 
tion to go in. The work that goes on 
at that level is just fantastic.”

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Stress of civilian life is behind the 
high arrest rate of ex-servicemen 



ON HOLD: Ex-servicemen can suffer stress 


A CHARITY has explained shocking 
arrest figures for ex-military person¬ 
nel, claming the stress of being a 
'killing machine’ can get too much. 

Death of comrades and difficulty in adjust¬ 
ing back to civilian life were also blamed by 
the Soldiers, Sailors, Airman and Families 
Association (SSAFA) Forces Help for the high 
number of servicemen in trouble with the law

The alarming figures released by Kent Police 
and SSAFA revealed how in just three months, 
between April 12-June 6,232 former and cur¬ 
rent servicemen were arrested - an average 
of four a day - with a third for violent crime. 

The majority were men aged between 18 and 
29-years-old, with almost half unemployed.

Kent Police is the first force in the coun¬ 
try to carry out such a study, adapting its 
custody computer system to ask detained 
people if they have served in the forces. 

Kent soldiers are based at Shomcliffe 
Barracks, Folkestone; Howe Barracks, 
Canterbury; Brompton Barracks, Medway; 
and Invicta Army Barracks, Maidstone. 

Supt Neil Jerome said the force recog¬ 
nised that some former military personnel 
faced difficulties after service. 

Challenging 

“We have recognised the need to use 
specialised knowledge to support ex-serv¬ 
ice personnel, who may have had consid¬ 
erable difficulties following experiences in 
combat and adjusting to life outside the 
Armed Forces,” he said. 

The scheme was led by Det Con Colin 
Back, a volunteer at SSAFA. His colleague 
Neil Payne, divisional secretary at the 
charity, said he believed more needed to be 
done to help former military personnel. He 


also stressed an estimated figure claiming that 
10 per cent of military personnel get arrested 
is more likely to be around eight per cent. 

“The job is highly stressful and highly 
challenging - at times this can really get to 
people,” he said. ‘We’re turning ordinary 
human beings into soldiers - training them 
up to kill people. They’re also seeing their 
friends killed in front of their eyes. It’s very 
hard to adjust back to real life after .” 

Mr Payne said some soldiers find it hard not 
to react in certain situations, but stressed a 
number of arrests were for less serious offences. 

“People are focusing on the violent crime 
statistic, but there are a lot of arrests for 
things such as being drunk and disorderly.” 

A study in 2007, by veterans’ charity the 
Sir Oswald Stoll Foundation found one in 10 
homeless people were ex-forces personnel. 

Asked whether arrest figures were related 
to the number of homeless, Mr Payne said: “It 
could be linked. When they’re in the forces 
they get all their bills taken out of their pay 
and they are just left with beer money 

“Everything is taken care of for them. Then 
they leave the forces and they haven’t got a 
job, but they’ve still got to pay the bills.” 

SSAFA offers support to ex-servicemen to 
help them adjust to living outside of the forces. 

Ex-military personnel arrested in Kent are 
given information before release offering con¬ 
tacts for support groups and organisations.

FINANCE chiefs at Kent County 
Council could be being forced to 
make up to £320 million of sav¬ 
ings over the next four years as 
Government grants are slashed. 

And the crucial savings start this year, 
with some £15m of cutbacks being made in 
the 2010-11 budget. 

But cabinet member for finance Councillor 
John Simmonds said this was just the begin¬ 
ning, with an expected 20-25 per cent grant 
cut over the next four years at KCC. 

It will mean three-year plans to save 
£200m - which was the predicted shortfall in 
Government funding estimated at County 
Hall last year - may have to be stretched to 
2014, with £320m savings in the pipeline. 

Cllr Simmonds said: “It’s a gloomy mes¬ 
sage, but this country has one heck of a 
deficit. Personally, I think it could take six to 
seven years before things get better. 

“At KCC we’re talking of bringing in a longer 
term arrangement working towards 20-25 per 
cent cuts over the next four years, so around 
£320m savings. Somehow we’ve got to find 
£15.6m for this year in the 2010-11 budget.” 

Under the three-year plan some 420 posts 
were being cut at KCC, but this would 
increase to 1,000 should the four-year pro¬ 
posal go ahead. 

Drastic 

Cllr Simmonds said: “We were expecting to 
lose 420 jobs, but that would be through 
general turnover and not filling vacancies. 
This will be the same should it be 1,000.” 

Cuts are inevitable at the authority, with 
the department for children, families and 
education already a target. 

Savings of £6.8m are expected, which will 
come as another blow after plans to scrap 
260 posts in the department were revealed in 
February. 

Cllr Gary Cooke, deputy cabinet member 
for children, families and education, said 
they were aware the department would feel 
the cuts, but stressed it was still early days 
before decisions were made. 

‘What we can do is find further efficiencies 
and savings,” he said. “The cuts earlier this 
year means this will be easier. If this hadn’t 
happened we would be feeling a drastic need 
to look for savings now. 

“David Cameron has said that as a nation 
we will all feel the pressure of the economic 
situation, and this is true. What we will con¬ 
tinue to do is protect the most vulnerable 
people and therefore minimise the impact of 
any changes we make. Education is the top of 
our philosophy at KCC.” 

Cllr Simmonds stressed the cuts would 
not affect frontline services, but could mean 
facilities such as breakfast and after-school 
clubs were scrapped. 

‘We’re also looking at other departments 
and areas such as road safety - like reducing 
speed bumps and cameras,” he said. 

“Flexibility is key. We’re not necessarily 
going to make cuts in areas where 


KCC faced with 
saving £320m 
over four years 

Jobs and services in firing line 


COUNTY Hall officials are looking 
at teaming up with a small Surrey 
council in a bid to save cash. 

The partnership would involve providing 
revenue and benefits, finance and procure¬ 
ment, ICT and personnel services jointly 
through Kent County Council, and Reigate 
and Banstead Borough Council. Proposals 
came as town halls were faced with cuts in 
government grants, where KCC must save 
£15.6 million in its 2010-11 budget. 

Cabinet member for corporate support 
services Cllr Roger Gough said in difficult 
financial times working in partnership across 
the public sector is doubly important. 

“What is particularly important about our 
work with Reigate and Banstead Borough 
Council on future joint delivery of services 
is that it is very wide ranging,” he said. 

“So far, we have mapped out the benefits 
in doing this. If the change is agreed in 
principle, we would then proceed to the 
more detailed planning to realise those 
benefits.” 

Cllr Joan Spiers, leader of Reigate and 
Banstead Council, said the partnership 
would help deal with the impact of the reces¬ 
sion and local authorities’ expected contri¬ 
bution to reducing the country’s deficit. 

She added: “KCC has an impressive 
track record of these types of partnerships 
already and a partnership with them will 
mean that these services will remain in the 
public sector for the foreseeable future.” 

A spokeswoman at Reigate and 
Banstead said the authority had chosen to 
team up with KCC over Surrey County 
Council due to a “shared vision”. 

She said: “This council and KCC share a 
vision of how public sector service can be 
delivered in the future.” 


Government grants have been cut. 

‘We’ve got contractual obligations we can’t 
pull funding from, so we have to look at areas 
where this is possible. We will know more 
after the budget speech on June 22. 

“Communities also need to start taking 
responsibility for smaller things. There needs 
to be collaboration at grassroots level.”

Young people arc most at risk of 
forced marriages over the summer 
holidays. In June last year, the 
charity's helpline received more 
than 750 calls - double the normal 
monthly average, 

A Home Affairs Select Committee 
report also found that in 2008, 
2,000 school students went missing 
nationally with a large number 
from ethic minority communities 
believed to be forced into marriage. 

Forced marriages arc? different 
from arranged marriages, where 
both parties give consent. Often vic¬ 
tims are taken abroad and some 
are subjected to a life of abuse. 

Gurvinda Sandher, assistant 
director of the Kent Equality 
Cohesion Council, said that in 
March the organisation held the 
Listen to Our Voices Women’s event 


which addressed domestic abuse 
and forced marriages. It was 
held in Gravesham. which has 
one of the largest Asian commu¬ 
nities in Kent, and his home to 
the new Sikh temple. 

More than 300 women and 
young girls attended and Mr 
Sandher said it was positive to 
see so many people there, 

“If you look at forced mar¬ 
riages, times have changed, but 
from time to time they are tak¬ 
ing place," he said. “We need to 
raise awareness, not just with 
forced marriages, but with 
domestic violence too - these are 
things that are not really spoken 
about by people." 

The Kent Karma Nirvana 
roadshow on Thursday - which 
has no spares left ■ will be at the 
police college in Maidstone. 

Det Supt Maria Shepherd, 
head of the Public Protection 
Unit at Kent Police, thanked 
Karma Nirvana for helping 
agencies better understand the 
needs of specific communities 
through its roadshow, 

“Everyone has the right to live 
their life free from fear and vio¬ 
lence,* she said. “Domestic abuse 
can happen in any home, regard¬ 
less of race, sexuality, age, class 
or educational level. 

“There is a lot of under-report¬ 
ing in Kent and Medway, It is 
vital the public has confidence in 
Kent Police to deal with {lomes- 
tic abuse and we encourage vic-

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Mock crash 
to scare the 
young into 
being safe 

INEXPERIENCED drivers are being tar- 
geted by emergency services after it was 
revealed that Maidstone’s young motorists 
were involved in nearly 6fM) car crashes in 
three years. 

Between 2007 and 2009 there were a 
total of 572 crushes in the area involving 
inexperienced motorists. This equates to 
more than three collisions per week. 

As. a result, 15 people lost their lives and 
94 were seriously injured - higher than any 
other district in the county. A further 732 
people sustained slight injuries. 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service’s director of 
community safety Steve Griffiths said driv¬ 
ing down these figures is a top priority. 

He said: “While we might expect crashes 
to be high due to the district’s central loca¬ 
tion, higher population and busier stretches 
of reads, the fact that more than 85 per cent 
of these incidents involve drivers between 
the ages of 17 and 24 years is of concern," 

In a bid to address this issue, fire crews 
and community safety staff will be holding 
a multi-agency road safety initiative 
Operation Carmaged-don aimed at young 
drivers at Maidstone s Lodsmeadow com¬ 
plex on Friday, June 25. 

Sobering 

The event will involve a mock car crash 
demonstration and will show how the 
emergency services deal with the aftermath 
of a serious read traffic collision, including 
cutting out mock casualties from crashed 
vehicles, as well as live step-by-step com¬ 
mentary bv community safety officers on all 
the procedures taking place. 

The main messages they hope to get 
across on the night will be around passen¬ 
ger safety and the importance of wearing 
seatbelts, the dangers of alcohol and/or 
drug impairment, the serif ms consequences 
of speeding and the vulnerability of 
younger drivers due to inexperience and 
distractions, such as mobile phones. 

Maidstone station manager Greg 
Theophanides said: 'This will be a hard-hit¬ 
ting and informative event. By holding it in 
a place that young people gather in their 
vehicles from around Maidstone district at 
the weekends, we aim to reach as many 
newly qualified and inexperienced drivers 
as we can. 

“By educating them on the sobering real¬ 
ities of being involved in a read traffic colli¬ 
sion it is hoped they will make road safety 
a priority

Other agencies involved include Kent 
Police and South East Coast Ambulance 
Service (SECAM). In addition, a focal car 
club will be bringing two care along to the 
event to attract young motor enthusiasts, as 
well as the BIG Rid Driving School which 
will bring its road safety unit and driving 
simulator. Casualties will be provided by the 
Kent branch of the Casualties Union. 
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Self-harming rises by 80% 


SHOCKING hospital figures reveal the number of children admitted 
to Kent hospitals with self-inflicted injuries has increased by nearly 80 
per cent in the last five years. 


Data on self-harming obtained by KOS 
Media using the Freedom of Information Act 
shows girls outnumber boys by almost four to 
one, and have been admitted to hospital more 
than 1,100 times over the last five years. 

Mental health experts say social network¬ 
ing websites are partly to blame for the 
year-on-year increase among both sexes, 
with 165 more under-18s admitted last year 
than in 2005-06. 

Injuries range from minor cuts to arms and 
wrists to more serious cases such as drinking 
poison or swallowing glass and razor blades. 

Claire Usiskin - policy and communica¬ 
tions manager for the YoungMinds charity - 
said the worrying increase was a sign of 
the times. 

“There is anecdotal evidence that the inter¬ 
net society and self-harming networks allow 
children to discuss their problems and egg 
each other on,” she said. 

“I think it’s really difficult to crack down on 
them because you can’t stop young people 
supporting each other. 

Emotional relief 


“Peers are important, but these sites need 
to be more closely monitored. In an ideal 
world they wouldn’t exist because there are 
better ways to solve your problems than cut¬ 
ting yourself or pulling your hair out.” 

KOS Media received information on self- 
harming among under-18s from five NHS 
trusts in Kent - Medway, Bexley, East Kent, 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells, and 
Dartford and Gravesham. 

Only Bromley was unable to provide the 
required data. The figures show that in 2005- 
06 there was a total of 210 child admissions, 
but this figure has risen steadily every year, 
up to 375 in 2009-10. 

The figures could be just the tip of the ice¬ 
berg as they do not include youngsters who 
attended A&E, but were not admitted to hospital for treatment. 

East Kent Hospitals - which manages four hospitals with A&E 
departments in Canterbury, Margate, Ashford and Dover - 
received 171 admissions last year alone. 

Ms Usiskin said self-harming among children does not neces¬ 
sarily mean they are on the verge of suicide. 

She said: “We have a lot of calls to our helpline about self-harm 
and we speak to parents who are understandably very worried. 

“But it’s not usually a failed attempt at suicide and is rarely an 
emergency situation. Lots of children use it as a coping method 
when things are not going well. 

“They say the physical pain relieves them for a short time from 
the psychological pain and that when they are doing it all they 
can really feel is the emotional relief. But obviously we don’t want

young people doing this to themselves. 

“When parents come to us we ask them 
what else they could get their children to do 
when they get upset, like taking their anger 
out on a punchbag or going for a run.” 

Some of the injuries reported by the hospi¬ 
tal trusts include one youngster hurting 
themself by jumping from a high place, and 
others who attempted hanging, burning and 
solvent abuse. 

Ian Darbyshire, senior child and adoles¬ 
cent mental health services commissioning 
manager for Kent, said robust risk assess¬ 
ments were carried out for those children in 
danger of serious self-harm or suicide. 

He added: “We are aware of the rise in 
urgent risk assessments and are reviewing 
services to ensure young people are able to 
receive appropriate support at the right 
time. For example, we are developing target¬ 
ed mental health services to offer advice and 
support to young people at an earlier stage. 

“We are also committed to raising aware¬ 
ness of positive mental health and emotion¬ 
al wellbeing for children and young people 
by ensuring they have appropriate informa¬ 
tion and support in the most accessible and 
timely way.” 

Last year, 68 boys were admitted to Kent 
hospitals compared with 307 girls, with sim¬ 
ilar differences evident over the last five 
years. In total, 1,110 girls have been admit¬ 
ted since 2005-06 compared with just 311 
boys. Ms Usiskin said the trend was an indi¬ 
cation of how differently girls and boys han¬ 
dle their emotions.

She said: “Typically, boys are outwardly 
destructive and girls inwardly destructive, 
because society dictates it is less acceptable 
for a girl to beat someone up. 

“Girls are also seen to be more in touch 
with their bodies. They’re more likely to 
compare make-up with friends, so perhaps 
they’re comparing scars now, too.”

Power plant 
proposal for 
the dockside 


A NEW power plant could be 
built at a docks that would help 
dispose of 160,000 tonnes of wood 
and waste every year, writes 
Chris Murphy. 

Initial plans for a biomass combined heat 
and power plant have been submitted to 
Kent County Council by Biomass Power 
Plant Ridham Ltd, a joint venture formed 
by German energy firm subsidiary Evonik 
New Energies and renewable energy spe¬ 
cialist HES Biopower. 

The 25MW of power, plus 35MW of steam 
heat, will be produced by the plant proposed 
for industrial land at Ridham Dock, 
Sittingbourne, to convert non-recyclable 
waste wood to energy in the form of heat, 
and electricity which will be fed to the 
national grid. 

The companies say such power plants will 
help eliminate the waste of more than six 
million tonnes of non-recycleable wood that 
is produced in the UK every year and ends 
up in landfill. 

The Government is also keen to stop the 
dumping of waste that could be turned into 
energy and has been increasing the cost of 
landfill tax, along with the requirement to 
pre-treat all waste wood destined for land¬ 
fill, which also adds to the cost of disposal. 

Expensive 

Evonik said it was becoming increasingly 
difficult and expensive to handle non-recy¬ 
clable waste wood. 

Dealing with such waste is a big issue for 
the South East, with Kent alone generating 
more than 100,000 tonnes each year. 

The Government also has a 15 per cent 
renewable energy target by 2020. 

Evonik said the plant would be a signifi¬ 
cant investment with up to 30 permanent 
jobs at the site, as well as temporary jobs 
during construction and long-term contract 
work for services and materials. 

Potential heat partnerships with busi¬ 
nesses would also contribute to long-term 
economic development in the region. Evonik 
said it intended to be a “good neighbour”. 

Juergen Kirsch, Evonik project manager, 
said: “This is an exciting development in 
supporting the area’s landfill diversion and 
renewable energy targets.” 

Douglas Henderson, a director of the proj¬ 
ect, said they had already received positive 
feedback from consultations and were now- 
prepared for the possibility of a long plan¬ 
ning procedure. 

The company was confident it wouldn’t 
have to go before a Government inspector 
and the matter could be settled locally. 

Mr Henderson added: “I hope it won’t be 
called in - it shouldn’t be.”

BUDGET cuts at Kent Police will 
not result in a reduction in front¬ 
line services, promises acting 
Chief Constable Adrian Leppard. 

Mr Leppard says that despite the force hav¬ 
ing to identify almost £21 million of savings 
over the next three years, he is determined 
the public will not notice any negative differ¬ 
ence to the service they already receive. 

Kent Police are in the early stages of their 
biggest ever reorganisation, which Mr Leppard 
will oversee until incoming Chief Constable Ian 
Learmonth takes up his position next month. 

“Obviously the budget challenge is upon us, 
and like all public services we are trying to 
find bigger savings over the next three years,” 
he said. 

“There are many people who think a cut to 
budgets means a cut to services, but this 
reorganisation is all about finding ways of 
working differently so frontline services can 
stay the same.” 

Mr Leppard revealed the force had already 
saved £5m through its collaboration with 
Essex Police, which includes the shared use of 
a helicopter and the launch this month of the 
new Serious Crime Directorate.

A small reduction in the number of officers 
and other members of staff is also likely, 
but the force would prefer to achieve this 
through natural wastage rather than forced 
redundancies. 

Mr Leppard said: “A good result for us would 
be that we reorganise and the public doesn’t 
actually notice any difference at all, but I 
have a more ambitious aim and that’s to actu¬ 
ally improve the level of service we provide. 

“Can we get out to more crimes and can we 
investigate more instances of antisocial 
behaviour than we did before? 

Reaction 

“They say that when the going gets tough, 
the tough get going, and Kent Police has a rep¬ 
utation of dealing with hard times effectively.”

Kent Police Authority chairwoman Ann 


Barnes promised residents the restructure 
would not have an adverse effect on frontline 
services. 

She said: “We need to make savings and it’s 
a pain that everyone shares. There’s not a 
business or household in the country that 
isn’t going through the same thing. We’ve 
been talking about ways of making savings 
and I will make a personal commitment that 
frontline services will not be impacted. 

“This is not a new programme of work or a 
knee-jerk reaction. However, due to the num¬ 
ber of savings and efficiencies that must be 
made, the authority has obviously got to do 
more to ensure the force can work with what 
funding we have.” 

Mr Learmonth was announced as Kent’s 
new chief constable last month, beating three 
other candidates to earn the right to replace 
former chief Mike Fuller. 

The 52-year-old played a key role in an 
extensive reorganisation programme at 
Norfolk Constabulary and his success in 
doing so was one of the major factors in him 
landing the Kent Police job. 

Mrs Barnes said: “Ian has extensive experi¬ 
ence of this sort of thing. He’s been there and 
done it so none of this will be new to him.”

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Direct airport rail 
link is put on hold 
as cash runs out

AMBITIOUS plans for a direct 
train link from Kent to Gatwick 
Airport have been derailed by a 
lack of money. 

County Hall transport chiefs agreed to 
look into the feasibility but have concluded 
such a scheme would be far too costly given 
the state of the economy 

The tentative plan was to provide a direct 
link between Tonbridge and Gatwick, with 
the service eventually being extended to 
Ashford, Maidstone and Strood. 

However, Geoff Mee, the director of inte¬ 
grated strategy and planning at Kent 
County Council, revealed the idea had been 
shelved. 

He said: “It would be a really good idea if 
we could link Tonbridge directly to Gatwick 
on the basis that the M2 5 is a nightmare 
and that’s what most people use to reach the 
airport. 

“However, a dedicated fast-train link that 
missed out all the intervening stations 
would be very expensive - more money than 
you would ever imagine. 

“With the funding we have, and are likely 
to get in the near future, we’re not in a posi¬ 
tion to afford that. It’s still our aspiration in 


the long term, but not a viable proposition at 
the moment.” 

Apart from using the M25 and M23 motor¬ 
ways, the only other way for Kent passen¬ 
gers to reach Gatwick is by catching a train 
into London Bridge and then out to West 
Sussex, or by taking a lengthy journey from 
Tonbridge that involves a change at Redhill, 
Surrey, and many stops along the way. 

Mr Mee said it would cost “millions” to pro¬ 
vide the new carriages and platforms 
required for a direct link to the airport. 

“We’ve had the initial conversations, but 
there are several constraints,” he added. 

“When the economy improves we would 
certainly like to see if there is any way to 
have more through services to Gatwick if 
improvements to the rail network are made.” 

The disappointing news will be delivered 
this week to members of the council’s select 
committee on passenger rail services, who 
will also be told that the costs of linking the 
existing High Speed 1 line to Kent 
International Airport at Manston would not 
justify the benefits. 

However, KCC is pressing ahead with 
plans for a parkway station nearby to pro¬ 
vide better access to the airport as well as to 
Manston business park, Westwood Cross 
shopping centre and Sandwich and Deal.

New book charts the evolution of “the 

completest medieval town in England’

A SERIES of maps showing the 
history of Sandwich have been cre¬ 
ated for a new book exploring the 
evolution of the town. 

Sandwich - The Completest Medieval Town 
in England: A Study of the Town and Port from 
its Origins to 1600 looks at how it came to take 
its present form, with maps and pictures high¬ 
lighting the changes through the years. 

John Hills, a technician from the department 
of geographical and life sciences at Canterbury 
Christ Church University, used his cartographic 
expertise to produce maps for the book. 

“During my time at the university I have 
produced many for publication, but this 
project was especially enjoyable,” he said. 


fun to do - the original maps for this were 
huge, with hand-drawn contours and spot 
heights, and I had to turn these into smaller, 
printable maps. 

“However, the best thing about it all was 
meeting the editorial team, they were great 
fun to work with and provided all the informa¬ 
tion I needed for the maps.” 

Authors and researchers of the book, 
which was supported by English Heritage, 
Dover District Council and Canterbury 
Archaeological Trust, were Helen Clarke, 
Sarah Pearson, Mavis Mate, Keith Parfitt, 
Sheila Sweetinburgh and Bridgett Jones. 


Ms Pearson said the title “the completest 
medieval town in England” was a quote taken 
from the North East and east Kent volume of the 
Buildings of England Series by John Newman. 

“He says ‘Sandwich could make a bid for 
the title of completest medieval town in 
England’ and we liked the quote so much we 
thought it would make a good title for the 
book,” she said. 

“This title is apt because the town later 
decayed as the water receded and ships could¬ 
n’t reach the town the livelihood of the port 
disappeared. 

“This meant there was little incentive or 


money in later centuries to muck about with 
the infrastructure or rebuild the medieval 
buildings.” 

Mr Hills added: “Sandwich has been able to 
avoid the ravages of modernisation and 
retains its original street layout and many of 
its historic buildings.”

AREAS of Kent are off the scale for 
violence and sexual offences linked 
to alcohol. 

Now a new three-year strategy has been 
developed by the Kent Action on Alcohol 
Steering Group to tackle the problem. 

The document outlines how agencies in the 
county can work together to crack down on 
the problems created by binge drinking and 
alcoholism. 

There are currently about 200,000 haz¬ 
ardous and harmful’ drinkers living in Kent, 
with 11 per cent of males and 5.5 per cent of 
females exceeding the weekly recommended 
amount - rates both higher than in London. 

A hazardous drinker is a woman who 
consumes up to 35 units per week, or a man up 
to 50 units.

In addition, the county is home to three 
districts - Dartford, Gravesham and Thanet - 
where alcohol-related violent crime is higher 
than the national average. 

And there are seven districts where the rate

than the national average - Ashford, 
Gravesham, Dartford, Maidstone, Shepway, 
Swale and Thanet. 

Angela Slaven, director for youth and com¬ 
munity support services at Kent County 
Council, helped devise the strategy. 

She said: “It’s part of a national scheme to 
reduce the harm caused by alcohol and 
drugs. It recognises that most people in 
Kent drink sensibly and safely and don’t 
have any issues, but that for some people it 
can be problematic. 

“There are some clear statistics that show 
people who get into difficulties with alcohol 
often find themselves entering the criminal 
justice system and the health care system, 
and that’s why we need a strategy that a 
range of different agencies can use. 

Perspective 

“No one group is responsible for alcohol 
abuse because it’s a problem for all of us. 

“This strategy is about us saying ‘let’s be 
clear what we want to achieve in the short 
term’.” 

According to the strategy the number of 
alcohol-specific hospital admissions in Kent 
has almost doubled from 885 in 1997-98, to 
1,454 in 2006-07. 

Meanwhile the number of adults under¬ 
going treatment for alcohol misuse more

than doubled from 2005-6 to 2006-7, with the 
number of young people in treatment increas¬ 
ing from 115 to 271. 

The strategy also raises the concern that 
although fewer young people are drinking 
alcohol today in Kent, those who do are 
consuming more and from an earlier age. 

Mrs Slaven said: “The strategy covers every¬ 
thing from the health perspective in terms of 
admissions to hospital, to police enforcement 
issues and with trading standards regarding 
under-age sales. It’s very broad. 

“It’s both a preventative agenda and 
something to help us stop future generations 
abusing alcohol.”

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Biennale big shot in contemporary art

IT HAS been ranked alongside the 
world’s most prestigious art festi¬ 
vals, and attracts artists from all 
comers of the globe. 

And now in its fifth year, the Whitstable 
Biennale will boast work from some 200 con¬ 
temporary artists, ranging from sculpture 
to film. 

Running from Saturday, June 19, to Sunday, 
July 4, starting at 10am each day, the event is 
expected to draw in national and internation¬ 
al crowds. 

“Originally it was a conglomeration of artists 
who lived in the town, but now we have a real 
mix,” said festival spokesman Simon Steven. 

“In the first year we had 20 artists, but this 
year there will be about 200. It’s really grown 
and become recognised as an important event. 

“It’s mentioned in the same breath as the 
Venice Biennale, as well as the Berlin Biennale 
and Documenta in Kassel, Germany.” 


The festivals are three of the most presti¬ 
gious in the world, showcasing work from the 
well-known to lesser-known artists. 

Mr Stevens said the organisers are extreme¬ 
ly proud of their own homegrown event. 

“Each year there’s a different flavour and 
the quality of art grows as do the audience fig¬ 
ures,” he said. 

“Our speciality is film and performance and 
this year we’ll have some amazing creations. 

“The headquarters is being created on 
Whitstable beach by an artist called Kieren 
Reed - it will be a sculpture operating as an 
information office. 

“We’re proud of the Biennale; it brings in over 
£700,000 to Whitstable and people that live here 
are all for it.” 

Work at this year’s event includes a custom- 
built kayak called Ghost by artist Adam 
Chodzko, which will not only be exhibited 
at the Biennale, but used to paddle members 
of the public to Deadman’s Island off 
Queenborough on the Isle of Sheppey. 

Chodzko’s work has been exhibited inter¬ 
nationally at museums such as the Tate 
and the Venice and Istanbul biennales. 

Visitors can also enjoy work from up-and- 



coming artists Sonia Uddin and Leah Elsey, 
who launch a two-year project at the festival, 
and see a world premiere of Fagade, by Phil Coy. 

The film, narrated by newsreader Julia 
Somerville, was commended with a Film 
London Flamin Award which recognises 
London’s most innovative moving image artists. 

The festival’s educational programme has 
also commissioned artist Jo Addison to create 



a poster, sent to 200 schools as an invitation to 
the event. 

The specially-built Biennale headquarters 
will be based on the beach next to the Royal 
Native Oyster Stores for the duration of the 
Biennale, giving access to artists’ books and 
information.

A STRIKING aluminium-bodied Airstream 
caravan is to tour Kent in an effort to reveal 
hidden aspects of the county’s culture. 

The iconic vehicle, which was all the rage in 
1950s America, was brought back from the 
dead to be fully restored. 

Now it has been specially converted into a 
unique mobile arts space called the Kent 
Cultural Baton. 

The Airstream Bubble will be host arts 
activities and workshops for local people to 


help them discover the hidden history and 
distinctive features of Kent. 

They will help create photographs, inter¬ 
views, artwork and sound recordings which 
will build to create a special ‘map’ highlighting 
Kent’s culture for future generations. 

The Baton was created from the base of a 
1950s Bubble Airstream with an added side 
opening, stage and periscope, to become an 
exhibition and workshop space. 

It is being launched at the Whitstable 


Biennale and will journey for the two years 
in the run-up to the 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games.

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Midsummer parties promote use of former churches as community resource

More tea, no vicars 


HISTORIC churches long 
since abandoned by worship¬ 
pers will host a series of 
parties aimed at raising 
awareness of their availabil¬ 
ity for community events, 
writes Steve Knight. 

Nationally, more than 2,000 
unused churches have been demol¬ 
ished, closed or converted since 1969 
and the Churches Conservation 
Trust is keen to raise enough cash to 
help slow the trend. 

The charity maintains 16 places of 
worship in Kent, including six taking 
part in this weekend’s Midsummer 
Tea Parties fundraiser. They are: St 
Thomas a Becket in Tonbridge; St 
James’ in Rochester; All Saints’ in 
Canterbury; St Mary’s in Rochester; 
St Catherine’s in Sittingboume; and 
St Mary’s in Faversham. 

Kent development manager John 
Vigar said: “While they are no longer 
needed by the Church of England, 
these are still very important build¬ 
ings and shouldn’t be lost. 

“People have forgotten that church¬ 
es were always community buildings 
and weren’t always just used for reli¬ 
gious purposes. 

“Back in the Middle Ages they host¬ 
ed farmers’ markets and beer festi¬ 
vals, but over the centuries these have 
taken a back seat to religion. We want 



to return the churches to how they 
once were.” 

The Churches Conservation Trust 
saves historic churches at risk by 
bringing them back into everyday use. 

On average, it costs £12,000 per 
annum to maintain a church and 
about £250,000 to repair and conserve 
one recently placed into the care of the 
charity. Money raised through the 
Midsummer Tea Parties this weekend 
will go towards these costs. 

Chief executive Crispin Truman 
said: ‘We have a target to raise £1.5 
million more each year. We have been 
affected by Government cuts and with 
the tough economic climate ahead 
we’re calling on communities of all 
faiths to help us protect these beauti¬ 
ful buildings for the benefit of local 
people, future generations and the 
nation.” 

The content of the tea parties will 
differ at each church but food, drink, 


entertainment and games are com¬ 
mon themes. 

St Thomas a Becket, St James’, St 
Mary’s in Rochester and All Saints’ 
are hosting their fundraisers on 
Saturday, while St Michael’s will be 
open on both Saturday and Sunday. 

St Catherine’s and St Mary’s in 
Faversham both held theirs on Friday. 

Trust chairman Loyd Grossman - 
the former MasterChef host - said: 
“We want people to give in to cake 
temptation and head down to their 
local Midsummer Tea Party to find 
out why historic churches rock and 
how they can be enjoyed today. 

“From rehearsal spaces for bands 
and circus schools to places for quiet 
contemplation - these remarkable 
buildings are here for everyone’s 
benefit. 

“We also want people to take part. If 
you fancy sharing your cake creations 
with the world, check out our website 
and get in touch with a local event.”

INSPIRED BY THE PROPHET 


British Muslims must counter the damaging misconceptions about their faith 
and place in society, says REMONA ALY of the Exploring Islam Foundation 


T HE findings of a recent YouGov 
poll - undertaken at the end of 
May - are troubling to say the 
least. 

More than 2,000 adults were asked for their 
views on Islam and Muslims, and the poll 
revealed that one in two Britons associate the 
faith with extremism and terrorism. 

Only six per cent believe it encourages justice and 
67 per cent are of the opinion Islam encourages the 
repression of women. Forty-one per cent disagree or 
strongly disagree that Muslims contribute 
positively towards society. It is a shame 
that two million UK Muslims have been 
reduced to one-dimensional stereo¬ 
types, ones I cannot relate to at all. 

I grew up on the same diet as 
many other Britons - freedom of 
expression, Blackadder and alpha¬ 
bet spaghetti. I support England in 
the World Cup. 

As a person bom, raised and 
schooled in Kent, and one who 
takes pride in my county and my 
country, the findings are a cause for 
concern. Nearly half of UK adults 
think Muslims are not good for Britain, 
when I have always felt I was made in 
Britain. Now is the time to say what I stand 
up for - the universal values of peace, coexistence 
and justice. This is a sentiment shared by my col¬ 
leagues at the Exploring Islam Foundation, an 
independent charity that seeks to counter miscon¬ 
ceptions and highlight the shared values of Islam. 

We, as a group of young British Muslim profes¬ 
sionals, are uneasy about the public perception of 
our faith and of ourselves. So we wanted to do 
something constmctive. Thus the concept for the 
Inspired by Muhammad campaign was bom. 

The campaign consists of posters on London 
Transport: on the Underground, at bus stops and 
on taxis. It features three individuals, each repre¬ 
senting a value Muhammad promoted - care for 
the environment, social justice and women’s rights. 

Whereas these areas are nothing new to 
Muslims, they are not always associated with 
Muhammad or Islam in mainstream perception. 

These posters point towards a comprehensive 
website explaining further values of education, ani¬ 


mal welfare, charity, coexistence, human rights and 
healthcare, and explain the core teachings of the 
faith, all inspired by Muhammad. 

It is a human need to look to role models. We all 
search for inspiration and hope from others. I am 
inspired by the fortitude of Mandela, the patience 
of Ghandi, the compassion of Mother Teresa. 

I, along with so many others, learn lessons from 
all these figures, yet ultimately I take inspiration 
from a man who combined all these qualities and 
more. Prophet Muhammad is as relevant to me 
today as he was 14 centuries ago. 

The poll findings reveal that while a majority of 
people get their information about Islam from 
television and newspapers, only three per 
cent obtain it from Muslim organisa¬ 
tions. This is where Muslims must step 
forward and speak out for the causes 
we all share as Britons. What is 
encouraging is a third of those polled 
said they would like to find out more 
about the faith. 

The Inspired by Muhammad.com 
website received 40,000 hits in its 
first week as a window of easy access 
to accurate information about Islam. 
It has taken time to reach this point 
for the Muslim communities in Britain 
and there are many reasons for that: they 
have undergone much change and faced 
many challenges in the past decade especially. 

While the country was devastated by the violent 
attacks both abroad and at home, it was also a time 
to heal and build on relationships. Muslim commu¬ 
nity initiatives and grassroots projects sprang up 
across the nation, and at a local level much excel¬ 
lent work is being achieved. 

The Inspired by Muhammad campaign has built 
on the strength of those foundations and moved 
into the public space. The campaign articulates the 
growing confidence within the British Muslim 
identity. While I look back on the last decade with 
mixed feelings of sadness and gratitude for those 
bridge-building efforts, I can now look towards the 
future with hope and determination. 

There is still a great deal to be done, but the first 
steps have been taken.

The £2m savings will go some 
way in helping save the predicted £320m 
savings the authority needs over the next 
four years to make up for big cuts in 
Government grants. 

Kent Police has also announced this 
week they will need to make £20m savings 
over the next three years, promising there 
will not be a reduction in frontline services. 

As much as these cuts will breed unpop¬ 
ularity towards the authorities, they really 
have no other choice. 

The toughest job after deciding where 
the cuts will fall is telling the people they 
will affect, but somebody has to do it. 

Unfortunately the word ‘cuts’ is one peo¬ 
ple will get used to hearing over the next few 
years, but without them the country could 
fall even deeper into economic turmoil.

• A financial plan which has already 
accounted for severe cuts in 
Government grant which we had 
forecast were on the way. 

It is an accurate truism that a 
Labour administration will always 
get the finances wrong, leaving an 
incoming Conservative administra¬ 
tion to clear up the mess.

Tip for the minister 

Indications from communities minister Eric 
Pickles that the *pay as you throw’ tax on 
household waste is to be dropped should be 
welcomed in the South East, where fly-tipping 
is a big problem. 

Financial penalties for waste disposal 
always carried the risk of causing a further 
increase in fly-tipping, which is already a 
headache for landowners. However, this alone 
will not stop fly-tipping and there are some 
real worries that need to be addressed. 

As local authorities seek to reduce their 
overheads, many running collection schemes 
for household goods have started charging for 
collection, then charging for individual items. 

This may remove some costs for the author¬ 
ity but will almost certainly add to the amount 
of fly-tipping. Quite simply, the more expen¬ 
sive it becomes to dispose of waste, the greater 
the temptation to illegally dispose of it, often 
leaving a private landowner a large clean-up 
bill. I call on the Government to: 

• Ensure local authorities accept fly-tipped 
waste at local tips easily and without charge 
to landowners; 

• Stop prosecution of landowners who have 
waste materials - particularly hazardous 
waste such as asbestos - dumped on their land 
and have to foot the bill for removing it; 

• Create the right policy framework for local 
authorities to work with police and others on 
a zero-tolerance approach to the perpetrators 
of environmental crime.

Advice to help your degree 
count on chosen career path

GRADUATES are being warned 
they need more than just their 
degrees to secure a footing on the 
career ladder. 

According to Pitman Training, university 
leavers need to focus more on their ‘employ- 
ability’ - such as by improving their IT skills 
and ensuring they have a good CV - to make 
them stand out from others going for the 
same jobs. 

The firm, which has six centres throughout 
Kent, is now offering the county’s graduates a 
free employability skills audit as a result. 

Director David Amos said: “Latest govern¬ 
ment figures have revealed there are 2.51 mil¬ 
lion unemployed people in the UK. 

“In the majority of cases leaving university 
with a top-flight degree does not guarantee 


you automatic entry onto the career ladder of 
your choice. 

“You have to be able to prove to a potential 
employer that you have more than an academic 
qualification to offer his or her business. 

‘You need a raft of practical skills, a fantas¬ 
tic attitude and - most importantly - you need 
to do your homework.” 

Mr Amos said a common misconception 
among many graduates is that good IT 
skills are not important as long as they have a 
good degree, and that they may still get an 


interview even if their CV is not up to scratch. 

He added that leavers should also avoid 
sending a standard letter to lots of different 
companies in the hope that one might bite. 

Another so-called ‘career killer’ is turning up 
to interviews wearing non-office clothing. 

University of Kent careers advisor Bruce 
Woodcock agreed, adding: “However good your 
degree or relevant your subject to the career 
you’ll be applying for, it’s likely you will be 
competing for this job with other graduates 
who are equally well-qualified academically. 


“Once your degree has unlocked the door, 
you will need the right mix of skills, abilities 
and personal qualities in order to turn the 
handle and give the door the push that will 
open it to you.”

LEXUS has notched a 10th con¬ 
secutive year as the most satis¬ 
fying brand to own, according to 
the influential JD Power/What 
Car? magazine survey. 

But if the Japanese badge - Toyota’s 
premium arm - has to be praised for con¬ 
sistency in the survey, Britain’s own Jaguar 
deserves credit for the best comeback. 

Reliability and grumpy customers 
plagued the leaping cat brand for years, but 
a spell under Ford ownership and now 
India’s TATA conglomerate has yielded 
big quality and reliability advances, now 
capitalised upon with fresh new designs 

As a result, Jaguar showed the strongest 
year-on-year improvement and high ratings 
from owners in vehicle appeal and service 
satisfaction, with the Jaguar XF also 
ranked high in the best models’ league. 

But consistency counts and Lexus is unri¬ 
valled here, underlining its superiority 
with a big customer satisfaction score of 
846 points from a potential 1,000. 


The rest of the top five was: 2 Honda 
(825), 3 Jaguar (818), 4 Mercedes-Benz 
(817) and 5 Toyota (814) - the last being in 
sharp contrast with Toyota’s much reported 
problems with sticky throttle controls and 
some model recalls. 

The average score for the industry was 
789 with the worst brands being Vauxhall

It completely looks the part with an aggres¬ 
sive front end and deep vents that suggest one 
of those Transformer robots so popular with 
the kids.

urges you to will crush that figure beneath 
those brutal alloys. 

It accelerates from 0-62mph in 5.6 seconds 
and puts its 325PS (322bhp) down cleanly 
thanks to the all-wheel drive (AWD) layout, 
which eliminates the wheel-wrenching power 
struggle that would ensue from applying such 
grunt through the normal Insignia front- 
wheel drive format. 

The well-balanced AWD layout also allows 
this big car to be chucked around while

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remaining passenger-friendly, despite those 
big low-profile wheels, though steering 
feedback could do with weighting up at higher 
speeds. 

If you try to do this by selecting the two 
sportier chassis/engine/steering settings then 
it comes at the cost of more unruly behaviour, 
so Vauxhall engineers may fiddle with the soft¬ 
ware on that front. 

But the VXR sounds right; there is a pleas¬ 
ing growl from the engine at rest and when 
charging up through the gears, but it is not 
intrusive when cruising the motorway. 

And the VXR is a lot of car for the money; 
our hatchback test car has an official list 
price of £33,125 though the upgrade from 19 to 
20-inch alloys, sat nav, leather pack, parking 
sensors and Bluetooth connectivity takes the 
damage to £37,310. 

That is still cheap against German premium 
rivals and, even better, the VXR can be had for 
a lot less than £37,000 in the real world - 
around £7,000 less if you shop around and that 
is a bargain. 

Okay, the Vauxhall will not hold its money 
like a German premium rival - I can hear 
streetwise used car buyers stirring out there - 
but it looks stunning inside and out. 

The alloy-effect cabin detailing can look 
brash in places, but everything is well 
arranged and feels durable and I notched a 
journey of several hundred miles to prove the 
comfort of the shaped Recaro racing seats. 

Rear space is good and, allied with the VXR’s 
everyday practicality, means any not-so-young 
boy racer could tell ‘er indoors “it really is a 
family motor” even if the Transformer exterior 
trimming suggests otherwise. 

Indeed, the VXR is not only available in the 
hatchback format tested here but also as a 
saloon and Sports Tourer (estate); the latter 
cannot quite ape the exceptional cramming 
space of the hearse-like Vectra estate it 
replaced, but looks a whole lot smarter and is 
nearly as useful.

Cable urged to safeguard UK’s economic ‘engine room’ 


BUSINESS leaders in Kent have formed a coali¬ 
tion of their own to call on the new Government 
to rethink plans to divert resources for econom¬ 
ic recovery away from the South East. 

Kent Invicta Chamber [Ashford, Canterbury, 
Maidstone, Sevenoaks, Tonbridge and Mailing, 
and Tunbridge Wells] along with several 
influential members, has allied with the 
South East England Chamber in writing to 
Business Secretary Vince Cable, urging him to 
continue investing in the region’s success as a 


net contributor to the national economy 

Their call follows news of Government plans to 
concentrate future resources for economic devel¬ 
opment in the north of England and West 
Midlands and replace regional development 
agencies with a new system of local enterprise 
partnerships involving local authorities. 

Jo James, chief executive of Kent Invicta 
Chamber, said: “The South East is a major part 
of the engine room of the economy as a net con¬ 
tributor to the Exchequer and this should be 


considered by the coalition when looking at 
withdrawing or reducing support for the region. 

“If new partnerships are to be formed to deliv¬ 
er services then we need to ensure the support is 
given directly to business and not lost in unnec¬ 
essary administration. 

“The new Government needs to work with 
businesses in the region to ensure that we 
remain an economically active contributor to the 
Exchequer.”

WE CAN only applaud Kent Invicta Chamber and others for but¬ 
tonholing business secretary Vince Cable over diverting Treasury 
business funding away from Kent and the South East. 

Of course, the new coalition Government has little room to 
manoeuvre financially as it grapples with massive UK debt. 

And following disastrous trust in making the financial sector 
the driving force of our economy, there is widespread agreement 
on reviving our manufacturing base - let’s get back to what we 
always did best and start innovating, making and exporting. 

Mr Cable and his team reckon this approach is best served by 
concentrating limited resources on reviving the old manufactur¬ 
ing heartland of the North and the Black Country. 

But throwing money at these fallen giants has failed before 
and the economic axis of the UK has switched since their hey¬ 
day. The modern UK looks towards Europe, as highlighted by 
the rapid development of the Garden of England and its neigh¬ 
bours close to the Continent. 

So, looking beyond parochialism, surely the best way to revive 
the economy is to continue feeding the region that has shown 
resilience in first surviving the recession and now starting to 
emerge from it. 

Business in Kent particularly, comprises mostly SMEs (small to 
medium enterprises) that epitomise commercial hunger, innova¬ 
tion, flexibility and forward-thinking - just the job for pulling the 
UK out of economic trouble. 

Backing moribund industrial behemoths of the past might be 
good PR and the job numbers created will grab headlines, but 
we have to ask why these former powerhouses collapsed in the 
first place. 

And it reminds of an interview I did once with someone at 
Lucas Industries, the Birmingham-based motor and aviation 
component supplier and a giant that fell to bits during the 1990s, 
not least because the company’s increasingly flaky car lighting 
systems earned founder Joseph Lucas the title ‘Prince of 
Darkness’. 

My interviewee was bemoaning tough Japanese competition 
and I naively interpreted this as the likes of Mitsubishi and 
Nissan, only to be told quite firmly that it was Japan’s SMEs that 
delivered its economic miracle through their speed and flexibility. 

Sounds remarkably like today’s Chinese economic miracle and 
our own industrial revolution of earlier times. 

In short, Mr Cable should be thinking small rather than big.

Rather than relying on reputation, they 
said the Golden Boot takes an energetic 
approach to buying, and handles more 
than 100 brands, carefully geared to the 
demographics of its catchment area. 

They also noted how the Golden Boot 
catered for families and all ages. 

Children are entertained by trains run¬ 
ning on a track high up the walls, while 
mums and dads enjoy coffee from the 
in-house espresso bar. 

The landmark Golden Boot sign out¬ 
side the shop in Gabriel’s Hill also plays 
its part in publicising the company. 

Even the late poet laureate John 
Betjeman wrote: “The barber’s striped 
pole has almost disappeared and so has 
the huge golden boot hanging over the 
shoe shop, though I know a very fine 
one in Maidstone.” 


Browsing multiple dangers 


IN FEBRUARY, Microsoft finally accepted a 
ruling by the European Commission that it 
had used its dominant position to force cus¬ 
tomers to use Internet Explorer with 
Windows, writes Nick Towers. 

The US software giant’s decision to start 
fairly promoting other mainstream 
browsers means that, for the first time 
ever, millions of Windows users across 
Europe unaware of other browsers can 
now choose from many alternatives. 

It’s good news for web users, of course, 
but could pose a dilemma for businesses 
reliant on their website. 

Instead of worrying about compatibility 
with just the Big Two browsers - Internet 
Explorer (still used by 80 per cent of 
surfers) and Firefox - there’s now arguably a Big Five, a 
following pack of a dozen and then the myriad of mobile 
and smartphone browsers. 

For businesses whose website went live before the start

of 2010, it means there’s a good chance it’s not ready for 
this new wave of browsers and, in an age when more and 
more business is done online, that could be costly. 

So fierce is the war for custom among browsers that 
Internet Explorer 8 and Google Chrome have even started 
TV advertising to grab market share. Meanwhile, it’s 
increasingly difficult for businesses to ensure visitors to 
their websites are getting the best experience of their 
brand, products and services. 

Your website might look fine on Internet Explorer 8, but 
how does it look on Safari, Firefox, Google Chrome or the 
lesser known Sleipnir and K-Meleon? 

You might think that because your server log shows only 
a small percentage of your Web visitors using Netscape, for 
example, it’s not worth making minor changes to improve 
their experience. But it’s not just Internet Explorer users 
who buy goods and services online. And what about Apple 
Mac customers? Are you willing to turn them away, too? 

Even if you do decide to target your site to a particular 
brand of browser, you still need to contend with different 
versions of that browser. Web pages can look totally differ¬ 
ent between one version and the next. 

Visitors could hit problems you’re simply not aware of 
unless you try out your website using differ¬ 
ent browsers. Your site could look unprofes¬ 
sional, with poor alignment of images and 
content areas, or be unusable with visuals 
missing or in the wrong place. 

Bottom line 

Ultimately, if a visitor has a bad user 
experience they’ll turn to one of your com¬ 
petitors’ sites this time; at worst, you’ll lose 
them for good. The answer is tailoring your 
website for cross-browser compatibility. It 
might seem daunting but it’s actually quite 
simple, if time-consuming. We regularly 
carry out browser testing for clients. 

By ensuring you’re getting your key mes¬ 
sage across to as wide a customer base as 
possible, you could ultimately secure extra 
sales and make a real difference to your bot¬ 
tom line. For many businesses, it’s worth 
the effort for happy customers and better 
search engine rankings.

INVESTMENT promotion agency 
Locate in Kent bucked the trend 
over the last year by helping a 
record number of firms invest in 
the county, writes Steve Loader. 

The 2009-10 figures released this week 
showed how the organisation smoothed the 
way for 82 firms - an eight per cent rise on the 
previous year. A third were in the manufactur¬ 
ing, financial services and public services sec¬ 
tors and spread across the county. 

They included small to medium-sized busi¬ 
ness such as HKD, a design specialist for 
museums and exhibitions, arriving from north 
London to a former casino in Margate; and 
information and communications technology 
company Thintech, which moved to the 
Innovation Centre Medway in Rochester. 


Investments by national companies included 
Kingswood Educational Activity Centres - 
part of Education Travel Group - developing a 
50-acre site in Ashford; and construction firm 
Willmott Dixon expanding and creating 75 
new jobs in Dartford. 

Maidstone, Ashford and Folkestone took 41 
per cent of all new jobs, followed by Thames 
Gateway with 25 per cent. 

Furthermore, 33 per cent of the investments 
and 50 per cent of the 1,492 jobs created in 
2009-10 were in knowledge-based industries, 
reflecting the high quality of projects. 

Sir Brandon Gough, chairman of Locate in 
Kent, said: “Despite the challenging global situ¬ 
ation, Locate in Kent assisted more companies 
than ever. We’ve had a good start to 2010-11, 
with almost 500 jobs created in the county in 
just two months.” 

Indicating a healthy level of investor inter¬ 


est in the county, there were also 302 projects 
in the pipeline at the end of the official year - 
20 per cent more compared with 2008-09. 

The two most common sectors among active 
projects were business services and manufac¬ 
turing (23 per cent) and the most popular 
areas were the Kent side of Thames Gateway, 
followed closely by west Kent. 

Kent continues to attract interest from inter¬ 
national companies, with 10 foreign investors 
in 2009-10. France and Germany were the 
largest investors in terms of company num¬ 
bers, with German and New Zealand-owned 
businesses creating most jobs. The pipeline of 
active projects revealed that 22 per cent of new 
projects are from foreign-owned companies. 

Locate in Kent’s performance was recently 
graded world class in the bi-annual bench¬ 
marking of investment promotion agencies 
worldwide by GDP Global.

Shepway council had already approved the plans 
for a runway extension and a new terminal building. 

Mr Gordon said: “I remain confident Mr Pickles will 
make the right decision. The minister said he would make devolving 
power to local councils his priority and that implementing a ‘localist’ 
agenda would be the most important objective for his department. 

“Mr Pickles told local government leaders, councillors and officers he 
was determined to shift power away from central government and pass 
it to local people and community groups. It is about empowering citizens. 

“If the minister is as good as his word, he will recognise that a decision 
taken by a democratically elected local authority to enable limited devel¬ 
opment at Lydd is right and proper and that he will allow our project to 
proceed without further delay.”

A NDREW Blevins went 
into the property sector in 
1987, but more than 20 
years’ experience couldn’t 
prepare him for what the business 
has just endured. 

“I’ve seen a few real estate recessions, but 
the last two years knocked them all into a 
cocked hat,” he said. 

“It’s been deeper and more frightening and 
rocked the nation. Many companies have 
been like rabbits in the headlights. I tell my 
kids, You are actually living through a 
momentous period’ and hope they don’t see 
anything like it again in their lifetimes. 

“The bad news is that it’s still not going to 
be plain sailing. The good news is we’re still 
here and I’m more optimistic than I’ve been 
for some time. 

“It’s also good to have got the election out of 
the way. It was just another reason for people 
to put decisions on hold.” 

He senses rising property confidence in 
London, which is good news for Kings Hill 
too: ‘We refer to Kings Hill as ‘within the 
sphere of London’ and the capital exerts a big 
influence on the UK’s economic well-being. 

“Bearing that out, we have a record number 
of new inquiries looking for space in and 
around our area. It’s a brighter picture than 
in January.” 

This is sobering stuff from the head of a 
business park held up as an example to the 
sector and a flagship attraction for Kent as it 
battles for relocating companies and inward 
investment - if Kings Hill managers watched 
the recession with alarm, then things must 
have been bad. 

Over the past two decades the American- 
owned Liberty Property Trust’s UK arm has 
transformed the former West Mailing aero¬ 
drome into what is seen as one of the largest 
and most successful mixed-use developments 
in Europe. 

Set in 800 acres of landscaped parkland, it 
is home to international and local businesses 
and includes its own shopping and sports 
centres, schools and new homes develop¬ 
ments with major and locally-known concerns 
such as Hillreed and Bellway. 

But while it stands out as a pioneer and 
benchmark for UK business parks, it is by no 
means unusual in the United States, where 
its parent has masterminded many more 
using a blueprint laid down by the $7bn com¬ 
pany’s founding father, the late Bill Rouse. 

He famously challenged a restraint on high- 
rise building in Philadelphia, which he saw 
as holding back the prosperity and status of 
one of the USA’s premier cities. 

Andrew, 46, describes his mentor as a 


Twenty years ago Kent County Council bought the 
former Battle of Britain base at West Mailing. If 
councillors were unsure what to do with it, they had 
their eureka moment after meeting Bill Rouse, 
charismatic boss of what was to become Liberty 
Property Trust, responsible for the former airfield’s 
metamorphosis into the Kings Hill business park 
and new town. But even this success story has had 
to endure the UK recession. Business editor STEVE

visionary, and believes it was a meeting 
between Rouse and KCC chiefs that 
sparked the redevelopment of West Mailing 
aerodrome. 

“They went out to the USA and had their 
road to Damascus moment after seeing 
Rouse’s developments there.” 

Rouse died in 2003 but his memory and 
vision are marked an annual Day of 
Caring, when every member of staff takes 
a day off to work on a worthy cause, project 
or charity, to put something back into the 
community. 

“It was something Bill Rouse was passion¬ 
ate about,” said Andrew, who was inter¬ 
viewed while planning the Kings Hill team’s 
chosen cause for this year - lending their 
manpower and skills to a fix-it day at Quest 
School in nearby Offham. 

Andrew was born in Manchester and 
chose a property career because: “I always 
loved architecture and saw real estate as a 
creative industry and important to the 
economy. 

“It’s been a hugely exciting time. It tends 
to be an industry criticised for being slow to 


react and adapt, but it’s shaking that off 

“And I look at Kings Hill and I can’t think 
of any other job where I could have been 
involved in building a new town from 
scratch - it’s been a phenomenally uplifting 
experience. 

‘You can live and work there and even 
have a pint of proper Kentish beer there - 
tell me if that’s not creative?” 

But he added that property doesn’t have 
to be rocket science either: “Real estate has 
become overcomplicated, with too much 
smoke and mirrors. If you stick to funda¬ 
mentals you won’t go wrong. 

“Kent is a well-placed county; it doesn’t 
have the best communications network 
though this is fast improving - HS1 [high¬ 
speed train link] has helped - and it doesn’t 
have a big centre to its advantage. 

“But it does have a high-quality, well-edu¬ 
cated workforce, it’s a not a bad place to live 
and not as expensive as Surrey and 
Berkshire.” 

He lives in Weybridge and divides time 
between Liberty’s London office, Kings Hill 
and other developments at Solihull - a simi¬ 
lar operation to King Hill - and Manchester. 

Liberty Trust’s UK arm has just 26 
employees, mostly based at the Kings Hill 
headquarters, though the company’s 40 
commercial buildings are split equally 
between the Kent site and Solihull. 

This totals around 1.5 million square feet 
of office space, but Liberty holds assets 
that could be developed into a further five 
million. 

“We are confident we can grow and that 
reflects the strategy and success of Liberty 
in the US, where the view has always been 
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from the hill 



‘we’re in it for the long term’ because you 
cannot create communities like Kings Hill 
overnight.” 

This begs the question: were others in his 
industry too short-termist or greedy, during 
the boom times? 

“Definitely,” he responded. “Some investors 
will not have had the happiest of times late¬ 
ly and it was because they did not follow the 
fundamentals: is there demand? Are my 
rents likely to increase? 

“And, in the ‘live, work and play’ approach 
on our developments, we have created the 
most holistic way for companies and their 
staff to operate outside of an existing town 
centre.” 

The pragmatic, long-term approach is also 
reflected in Liberty’s reaction to the current 
office developers’ mantra - we must be 
more eco. 

Andrew claims Liberty has always be 


environmentally-aware, using Kings Hill to 
pioneer water-less urinals and water conser¬ 
vation systems, creating its own topsoil for 
use in the development and even recycling 
the old aerodrome runway into landscape 
bunding on the site. 

But he added this approach must always 
be related the economic reality of managing 
a development: “We don’t want to ‘bench 
test’ new eco products on our customers. 

“It’s our job to make our buildings 
cheaper to run than our competition, so 
environmental systems have to have 
sustainable cost savings.” 

Andrew is married with two daughters 
and one son and enjoys cooking, gardening, 
skiing and watching most sports 

“I guess I’m also reliving my sporting 
youth through my 12-year-old Harry, who is 
proving to be a better all-round spoilsman 
than I was.”

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Top tips on conferencing 


A HANDY check list for the ‘newbie’ confer¬ 
ence planner: 

• What’s the budget? There’s no point in 
planning until you know what you can 
spend. 

• What type of venue? Consider delegate 
head-count and the conference delivery 
style. If you have large numbers to accom¬ 
modate you will need a venue with a hall, 
but a small ‘syndicate’ event could manage 
in a well-equipped pub with meeting room. 

• What about location and transport? Pick 
somewhere central and accessible for every¬ 
one rather than going for the trendy or flash 
option. 

• Visit the venue beforehand and observe 
how much the management and staff want 
your business - have they been attentive 
and given you the information you need? 

• Talk to staff as well as the bosses. It will 
give you a better picture of how much dele¬ 
gates will enjoy their visit and how comfort¬ 
able they will feel about taking in the mes¬ 
sage of the conference - they’ll be less 
inclined to listen and learn if they are grum¬ 
bling about service. 

• Who let the builders in? Make sure your 
chosen date is not free because the venue is 
having alterations or refurbishments done. 

If you are pushed on venue and date 
though, this could also give you leverage on 
price and services from the venue. 

Make sure the management also informs 
you of rival events, bookings, concerts or 
entertainment that might clash and be a 
distraction. 

• How much interest is the venue taking in 
your event? Do you get the impression you 
are just another booking, or is management 


asking why you are holding the conference 
and what its objectives are and perhaps 
making helpful suggestions. 

• Find a conference friend at the venue. It 
helps if there’s a single and senior point of 
contact at the venue who is always be avail¬ 
able to sort problems or queries or any late 
changes to the running order. 

• How will you keep delegates fed and 
watered? Do you want to organise confer¬ 
ence meal events within the meeting facili¬ 
ties, or in set aside dining space, or use the 
venue breakfast room and restaurant for a 
more casual arrangement? 

What about vegetarians and other dietary 
needs - can the venue be flexible here? 

• Before signing up: ask for testimonials 
from other customers and make sure all 
likely costs and charges are upfront and 
that there will be no nasty surprises during 
or after the event. 

• How sophisticated does the conference 
presentation need to be? Will you rely on 
flip charts and a lectern, laptop and projec¬ 
tor, or do you want all the bells and whistles, 
with audio/visual or even - it’s all the rage 
- actors to stimulate discussion and role- 
playing among delegates. 

The more sophisticated you make it 
though, the more you’ll have to hire in 
equipment and talent. 

• Do you need a keynote speaker? This 
would usually be someone from outside the 
company who delivers a message that is 
both entertaining and relevant. 

• Could I do better next time? Get feedback 
from colleagues and the venue and list what 
went right and wrong so you can fine time 
or hand a useful report to the next ‘victim’.

• • 50 YEARS AGO: DEREK Minter 

I960 became the first to complete a 
10Omph lap of the Isle of Man TT 
circuit on a British motorcycle, but the 
Canterbury rider nearly didn’t live to tell 
the tale. 

Minter clocked 101.5 mph as he closed 
in on the leaders during the 500cc event, 
but didn’t realise his oil tank was leaking 
until it was nearly too late. 

“Oil was pouring over my boots but I 
didn’t realise anything was wrong until 
my machine almost skidded under me,” 
he said. “There was nothing to do but 
retire.” 

Edenbridge’s serial winner John 
Surtees won the 500cc event for the third 
year running, despite having his own bout 
of oil trouble. Having come second to 
John Hartle in the Junior 350cc section, 
Surtess turned the tables in the senior 
event, averaging 102.44mph over the 
236-mile course. Minter, riding a Norton, 
was fourth in the 350cc section. 


25 YEARS AGO: ALMOST everything 
wrong with the three-day County 
Championship format was illus- 
by Kent’s stultifyingly dull draw 
with Nottinghamshire at Trent Bridge. 

Richard Ellison came agonisingly close 
to a century in Kent’s first innings, falling 
Ibw on 98 as they were dismissed for 258. 

Notts declared on 252 for 5 in their 
reply, but the trouble began when Kent 
batted again, as they plodded to 322 for 
5 from 74 overs before going off for bad 
light as soon as Richard Hadlee came on 
to bowl, after Notts had used everyone 
other than the wicketkeeper, thinking a 
declaration was on the cards.

LINING up alongside some of the 
best road cyclists in the world and 
with a brief to play a supporting 
role to his team-mates, little was 
expected of Kristian House at the 
start line of last year’s national 
road race.

“I just put my head down and went for the 
line, when I crossed it I didn’t believe what 
had just happened,” he said. “It still gives me 
goose bumps thinking about it now.” 

While the calibre of the field, arguably the 
strongest ever assembled for the race, provid¬ 
ed one significant obstacle to victory, so did 
House’s brief. The Rapha Condor management 
planned for him to ride for the team, get in any 
early breaks and wait for team-mates Chris 
Newton and Tom Southam to join him. 

Fortunately for House, who was brought up 
in Aylesham, the race on the roads around 
Abergavenny did not go to plan. 

He said: “I got in the early move, I pretty 
much started it, and that was my job. It was 
only in the final 60 kilometres that we realised 
it wasn’t going to pan out the way we expect¬ 
ed. The break lasted and Chris and Tom 
weren’t feeling great on the day. 

“If I’m honest it was probably on the final lap 
I first thought I could win it. I was just focused 
on getting on to the podium, that was the 
team’s goal on the morning. To match that 
you’re always happy but to be so close to win¬ 
ning, the competitive nature wants more. 

“Peter Kennaugh is faster than I was and if 
Chris Froome got away I couldn’t catch him, so 
I was looking at third. 

“When Chris went with about a kilometre 
to go I went after him and then cramped. 
When Ken went I just got on his wheel, I 
remember thinking ‘this is it’. I just gave it 
everything I could and caught him over the 
top of the climb.” 

As national champion, House has had the 
honour of wearing a special white jersey for 
the past year, which he will relinquish if he is 
unable to successfully defend his title in 
Lancashire this weekend. The 30-year-old has 


enjoyed his 12 months in the limelight and has 
at times been stunned by the level of support 
he has received. 

He said: “In Japan last month we were wait¬ 
ing for one of the stages to start and five or six 
people came over wearing the replica jersey. 
It’s humbling when things like that happen. 

“It’s something I’ll have for the rest of my life, 
not just for this one year. It will be sad to not put 
the jersey on for the rest of the year if I don’t 
defend it successfully, but that’s the way it goes.” 


Despite being defending champion House 
may well be detailed to do a similar role to last 
year. As someone with a strong team ethic, he 
insists it is right not to receive any preferen¬ 
tial treatment from his team. 

“I won’t want it to work like that,” he said. “If 
I get my opportunity I’ll try and take it but we 
have a very strong team. It’s a one-day race 
and I’m sure people will have jobs.” 

House defends his title next Sunday in 
Nelson, near Burnley.

PAUL Farbrace says county coach¬ 
es have been forced into a “patch 
them up and send them back out” 
policy with their players due to a 
fixture congested season. 

Kent have played 21 games in the last 
month-and-a-half, making coaching almost 
impossible as the players travel around the 
country to fulfil fixtures in three domestic 
competitions. 

Farbrace, Kent’s head coach, has been denied 
time to spend with his players to iron out any 
technical difficulties, making this week’s five- 
day rest between games the only window so far 
this season he has been able to work with his 
players in the nets at St Lawrence. 

Technique 

‘We’ve had five days this season to the start of 
t20 for practice days and on three of them we’ve 
had to travel,” he said. With someone like Joe 
Denly who has perhaps battled for some form, 
until the t20 came around and until this week, 
we haven’t really had a chance to stop and work 
out his technique. 

“You go from game to game and you can’t 
pick the bones out of a bloke’s technique and 
show him video footage because there isn’t 
time. It’s been a case of patching them up 
and putting them out onto the field and try¬ 
ing to talk positive about their game. 

“They know they are struggling, you know 
they are struggling, but there isn’t time to do 
anything about it.” 

It’s been a frenetic return to county cricket 
for the 42-year-old, who took over from 
Graham Ford at the end of last season. A lim¬ 
ited budget, the loss of Ryan McLaren and 
Justin Kemp, combined with injuries in the 


seam bowling department, has made for a 
testing summer and the former Sri Lanka 
assistant coach admits Kent’s poor start to the 
season had him questioning his own creden¬ 
tials at times. 

“The first six weeks were really difficult hav¬ 
ing not won a game and you do take it person¬ 
ally,” he admitted. ‘You do go home some nights 
after a defeat, or a game you should have won 
but have drawn, and question yourself and 
wonder whether it’s something that you are 
doing. You have just got to keep your belief, 
work hard and believe in what you are doing. 

“But, in the last month we have played some 
really good cricket and started to see we have 
a good side, but we are just struggling bowl¬ 
ing-wise. The most frustrating thing is we 
signed Dewald Nel as a squad bowler and he 
has been injured; Robbie Joseph as your strike 
bowler has been injured and that means you 
are a bit toothless in terms of your attack.” 


Before taking over the reigns at the end of 
last summer, Farbrace vowed he would give 
the county’s young players a chance in the side 
if they proved themselves and he has stuck to 
his word. 

Sam Northeast, Alex Blake and Matt Coles 
have all featured, and had to at certain stages of 
the season due to injury, but their involvement 
and with the likes of Adam Ball and Ashley 
Shaw likely to feature before the end of the sea¬ 
son, means relying on overseas imports and 
Kolpaks signings could be a thing of the past. 

“One of my goals was to make sure we 
played our young players, while trying to be as 
successful as you possibly can,” said Farbrace. 

“That’s a balancing act we are going to have 
to get used to. With Blake, Coles and Northeast, 
they are showing good signs for the future and 
when times are tough you have to keep remind¬ 
ing yourself they are the real bonuses to have 
come out of your season so far.” 


Mos welcome

CHANGES made to the English National Ice 
Hockey League (ENIHL) structure have been 
warmly welcomed by Invicta Dynamos.

Holt exits Fleet 
with ex-chief to 
step in his shoes 

DEPARTING Ebbsfleet United chairman 
Duncan Holt admits the MyFootballClub 
model has not quite clicked yet, but insists the 
club is stable and in good hands. 

Holt stepped down this week to make way 
for Phil Sonsara, who moves up from his role 
as chief executive while Holt will remain at 
Stonebridge Road as vice-chairman.

FRIENDLY NOW 

Dover consider cancelling pre-season match 
against Gills amid fears over He ss backlash

DOVER Athletic are considering 
cancelling their pre-season 
friendly with Gillingham to 
avoid the risk of a “backlash” 
from supporters in the wake of 
Ian Hendon’s shock move to 
Priestfield this week. 

The former Barnet manager walked out 
on the Blue Square South club just 18 days 
after being unveiled as manager. His U-tum 
saw him head to Gillingham as assistant to 
Andy Hessenthaler, who was released from 
his contract at Dover last month to take up 
the job as manager of the League Two club. 

The Whites were powerless to prevent the 
move as Hendon did not have time to put 
pen to paper on his one-year contract before 
going on holiday. 

Supporters reacted angrily to the news on 
the club’s forum and chairman Jim 
Parmenter admitted it put Gillingham’s 
pre-season visit on July 24 in jeopardy. 

He said: “I think inevitably the fan base 
are very passionate about Dover, they love 
the club and they will not be too happy with 
the events. 

“We’re going to review [the friendly]. I’m 
a bit concerned that the backlash might 
cause us a few problems. When the dust 
has settled we will review it and will make 
the decision in the next week. I don’t want 
any issues around a pre-season friendly.” 

Integrity 

The situation arose after Mark Robson 
walked away from his role as Hessenthaler’s 
assistant at Gillingham less than a month 
after taking the job, due to personal reasons. 

Hendon, a close friend of the new Gills 
boss, was still on holiday when he was 
approached and was immediately interest¬ 
ed in returning to the Football League. 

While the 38-year-old was irked by a 
statement on Dover’s website which ques¬ 
tioned his integrity, he regretted the way 
the situation had turned out. 

“The chairman at Dover is a business 
man, I’m sure he has upset a few people 
from time to time,” he said. “It wasn’t my 
intention at all, Dover is a very good club 
with a very professional set-up, that’s why 
I verbally accepted the job. I’m sure they 
will do well. 

“The statement that came out, I can’t 
complain with what it said. There were a 



few things that maybe upset me a little 
bit, but I can understand their frustration. 

“I was probably in the wrong and I have 
to accept what comes my way. I sincerely 
apologise.” 

Although Hendon was subject to criti¬ 
cism, most of Dover’s anger has been aimed 
at Hessenthaler. The 44-year-old had been 
popular with the club’s fans during a suc¬ 
cessful three years in charge, but if next 
month’s friendly does go ahead he is unlike¬ 
ly to be given a warm welcome. 

Parmenter felt Hessenthaler’s move for 
Hendon had “crossed a line”, particularly 
in the wake of Darren Hare leaving Dover 
to take over Gillingham’s youth set-up. 

Although accepting the manner of the 


appointment was not ideal, Hessenthaler 
couldn’t hide his delight at teaming up 
with Hendon. 

He said: “I don’t feel too bad about it 
because I have only got to go through 
the fantastic set of players who I brought 
to the club. I can understand their frustra¬ 
tion, but life goes on. 

“I needed someone who was right for me 
at this club. Ian hadn’t signed a contract 
and I asked a question. He wanted to stay 
in the league. I’m delighted we’ve got him.”

THE Chelsea Flower Show was a 
fabulous afternoon. There is real¬ 
ly nothing quite like it. It is the 
grandest of all the flower shows, 
and we are so lucky to have it on 
our doorstep. 

Many people regularly come from all over 
the world to visit Chelsea, and it is clear to see 
its attraction. 

It is like looking at a classic work of art; in 
each show garden every tiny brushstroke has 
been meticulously planned. Each has a theme, 
possibly related to their main sponsor. The 
designer has his own style, and he will demon¬ 
strate the theme of the garden while at the 
same time proving his talents as the designer. 

The degree of preparation required to get 
each garden ready for show to the judges, the 
press, the media, and of course the public, can¬ 
not be underestimated. 

Is the public the hardest judge of all? As I 
made my way to the ropes at the front of each 
show garden it was easy to overhear com¬ 
ments like, “Well, that would never be possi¬ 
ble where I come from” or “My verbascums 
are nowhere near flowering yet”. Comments 
like those, though, are more often drowned 
out by all the “oohs and aahs” and gasps of 
admiration. 

There are certain rules adhered to for the 
show gardens that are equally valid at home. 

The dominant colours of Chelsea were lime, 
purple and white. Purple and yellow are oppo¬ 
site one another in the colour wheel; the best 
colour combinations arise when two colours 
are almost opposites. Add white as a base

colour to complete the theme. Nepeta and 
Alchemilla mollis are easy to grow and flower 
at the same time, then add a touch of white 
with a foxglove, cornflower or geranium. 

Plants with contrasting textures add inter¬ 
est to a garden, for example a tall grass spring¬ 


ing out from under the large flat leaves of 
Rodgersia sambucifolia. Or common cow pars¬ 
ley with its gorgeous feathery foliage alongside 
foxgloves and clipped box balls. One show gar¬ 
den used dark purple Aquilegia with very fine 
feathery grasses; it was simple and beautiful. 


Take away from Chelsea the colour combina¬ 
tions, the texture combinations, the intensity 
of colour and fragrance inside the marquees, 
the juxtaposition of topiary with wildflowers. 

Take away the element of surprise, the hid¬ 
den areas. Take away the dream.

Good specimens for pots include C. ‘The 
President’, which has deep purple blue 
flowers from late spring to early autumn, 
growing to 3m (10ft) and C. ‘Edith’, which 
bears large white flowers and deep red 
anthers, growing to 2m (6ft). 

Some climbing annuals can provide a 
blaze of colour during the summer months, 
including black-eyed Susan (Thunbergia 
alata), which is perennial in its native 
Africa, but an annual here. Its stems wrap 
around supports to reach 2.5m (8ft) and it 
produces pretty yellow or orange flowers 
with a chocolate eye from summer through 
to autumn. Put it in a sheltered spot, shad¬ 
ed from the hottest sun.

Single Mixed’ to give you columns of colour all 
summer long. 

Other climbers which are ideal for contain¬ 
ers include Morning Glory (Ipomoea tricolor), 
a half-hardy annual with large, trumpet¬ 
shaped flowers in blue or purple which will 
reach 1.5m (5ft) in a pot, Clematis ‘Evening 
Star’ and ‘Kingfisher’, as well as 
Trachelospermum jasminoides ‘Variegatum’, 
one of the best scented white climbers, which 
bears showers of starry white flowers which 
turn cream as they age. 

When choosing a climber for the patio, select 
a container at least 45cm (18in) deep and 
wide. Plants always go better in larger pots.

HARVESTING SHALLOTS 

Shallots planted on the shortest day of the 
year are now ready for harvesting. Pulling 
ripe shallots is best done during dry and 
sunny weather when tops are browning at 
their ends. Up to ten chestnut-sized, or larg¬ 
er, bulbs miraculously bear out of each indi¬ 
vidual set. Lifting the crop is both gentle and 
pleasurable. 

A fork is inserted diagonally beneath the 
cluster and levered up slightly to loosen the 
soil. Shallots sit on the surface. Dirty Nails 
takes hold of all the yellowing greenery on 
top and shakes the plants free of earth. 
When ripe, the multiple bulbs break apart 
easily in the hand. He rubs off excess soil 
before putting them in a wheelbarrow. 

Shallots store well. The crop will be tied 
into bunches of a dozen or so and hung in a 
cool, airy spot to dry off until the tops have 
withered to a crunchy brown husk and the 
papery skins are crisp and flaky. An open¬ 
sided shed, or under eaves, is an ideal place. 

Dirty Nails will then remove any loose, dry 
exterior shell and keep them stacked in well 
ventilated vegetable trays. 

In the kitchen, Mrs Nails likes to simply 
peel whole shallots, place them on a flat tray, 
drizzle with olive oil, then roast until glisten¬ 
ing and golden brown. Cooked thus, they 
have a deep, intense and rich flavour which 
gets taste-buds drooling. 

POTATO BLIGHT 

Potato blight is a serious fungal infection 
which can strike anytime, anywhere. It is 
especially prevalent in warm, damp condi¬ 
tions. Spuds need to be regularly and thor¬ 
oughly looked over throughout the growing 
season, with an extra-keen eye cast over the 
crop during thundery, humid spells in high- 
summer. 



ONION CROP: Time to dig up shallots (above) and check for potato blight (right) 


Blight shows itself initially as brown 
blotches which appear at the sides and ends 
of leaves. Turn them over, and a fine ring of 
white fluff around the brown patches is visi¬ 
ble in damp conditions. When unchecked, 
leaves and stems (haulm) die back within a 
day or two. If earthing-up has failed to cover 
the tubers with sufficient soil then blight 
spores can infect the plant underground as 
well. This will ruin a crop, turning it into an 
unpleasant soft, wet, smelly mush. 

Blight prevention measures include apply¬ 
ing the copper-based ‘Bordeaux mixture’ via 


spray or watering-can, following the manu¬ 
facturer’s instructions, at the beginning and 
end of July, then once more mid-August (at 
three weekly intervals); avoiding the use of 
an overhead spray when watering; patting 
smooth the earthed-up ridges with the back 
of a spade so that spores cannot easily be 
washed down into the soil. Once blight has 
taken hold, the only safe option is to remove 
the haulms altogether.
